Two Swedes, crossiug the Snowy 
Range on foot, left the Sum mit House 
in Berthoud Pass, Sunday, and start­ 
ed down tbe West slope. 
They were 
intending to go- to 
Hot 
Sulphur 
Springs. 
Both men carried bundles 
or blankets and provisions, each pack 
weighing 
seventy-five 
or 
eighty 
pounds. 
On Tuesday evening one of 
the men returned to the Sum m it 
House. 
He was snow blind, frost 
bitten, 
and had 
barely 
strength 
enough to walk. 
He reported that 
his companion had frozen to death 
After leaving the Sum mit the storm 
set in, and they became bewildered, 
benumbed with cold and lost their 
way. They threw away their blan­ 
kets to facilitate their movement and 
tbe matches with which they were 
provided, being wet, refused to ignite. 
Had they been experienced mountain­ 
eers, they would have wrapped them ­ 
selves iu their blankets and sank in­ 
to the snow, where they might have 
lived until the storm abated. Tbe 
survivor withstood the terrible expo­ 
sure, and reached the sum m it 
as 
above descri bed. 
A party of men at 
tbe Summit went down the trail or 
road, and ou Wednesday fouud the 
dead Swede. The snow was so deep 
that the removal of the body seemed 
out <>f the question then, so they bur­ 
ied it temporarily uudersix feet of 
snow, and will leave it there until its 
removal for permanent burial can be 
effected. 
The dead man’s name was 
Gottfried Meyer.

The 
circulation of the document, White 
alleges, has injured his business to the 
extent of $10,000, and he asks judg­ 
ment for that amount.—San Francisco 
Post, June \1th. 


Solar Incubation.

There is more to be learned about 
pouring out tea aud coffee than most 
ladies are willing to believe. If those 
decoctions are made at the table, 
which is far the best way, they re­ 
quire experience, judgment and exact­ 
ness; if they be brought on the table 
ready made it still requires judgment 
so to apportion them that they shall 
prove sufficient in quantity for the 
family party, and that the older mem­ 
bers shall have the stronger cups. 
Often persons pouring out tea, not be­ 
ing aware that the first cup is the 
weakest, and that the tea grows 
stronger as you proceed, bestow the 
poorest cup upon the greatest stranger 
and give the very youngest member 
of the family the strongest, who 
should have been without. 
Where 
several cups of equal strength are 
wanted you should pour a little into 
each, and then go back inverting the 
order as you fill them up, and the 
strength will be proportioned proper­ 
ly. This is so well understood in 
England that an experienced pourer 
of tea waits till all the cups are re­ 
turned to her before she fills any a 
second time, that all may share alike.

Bell iuformed bis brother-in-law, Mr. 
Manuel Den, of tiie fuct. 
Mr. Den, in 
company with three men, im mediate­ 
ly went in pursuit of the robbers, and 
if they are overtaken those same men 
will not soon bother another stage. 
It is a singular fact that no watches 
or jewelry were demanded. Mr. Stowe 
senior, who was in the stage lost some 
$25, and considers himself quite fortu­ 
nate that the scoundrels did not take 
his watch.

Sewing Machine Motor. 


We saw at the rooms of Messrs. 
Doak & Baily yesterday a water-mo­ 
tor applied to a sewing machine, 
which is the neatest thing in its line 
that ever came under our observatiou 
The power is a perftctly formed Tur­ 
bine water wheel in miniature, en­ 
closed in a water tight cast iron shell 
and attached to the machine beneath 
the stand where the balance wüeel is 
usually hung. 
Communicating with 
this is a supply and exhaust pipe, the 
former connected with the hydrant, 
and the latter leading to the sewer. 
Tiie joints are perfectly fitted so that 
there is no leakage. - The water is ad­ 
mitted near the upper part of the 
wheel in a little je t not more than 
double the size of a knitting needle. 
This causes 
sufficient 
power 
to 
ruu the machín to its utmost capa­ 
city ami it can he regulated to a nice­ 
ty by a pedal arrangement which con­ 
trol» a stop cock. 
This contrivance 
will obviate the chief and only objec­ 
tion to the sewing machine as run by 
foot pedals; in fact it removes all of 
the drudgery and leaves only the line 
art. The attachm ent can be applied 
in any house where water is supplied 
iu pipes or by a tank, and the total 
expense will hardly exceed thirty-five 
dollars.

Another Homicide. 


W e find in the San Bernardino 
Times of Monday the following: 
Another homicide occurred In our 
couuty last evening. I t appears th at 
the deceased, Spencer, has been sepa­ 
rated from his wife for some months 
past, and that there has been consid­ 
erable hard feeling between himself 
and his step-son, Michael Vandervin- 
ter, which culminated la s t'n ig h t in 
the decease of the former. The follow­ 
ing, the evidence of the principal w it­ 
ness before the Coroner, gives the 
facts of the case: 
Deceased was named Daniel Spen­ 
cer. 
He was killed yesterday about 
half an hour before sundown at Mrs. 
Vandervlnter’s house, on the premi­ 
ses leased of Dr. St. C lair,inSauTim o. 
teo Cafion. 
H e came down from Mr. 
Noble's to Mrs. Vanderviuter’s. Mi­ 
chael Vamlervinter, son of Mrs. V., 
who lived with her, toid deceased not 
to come into the yard. 
He got. out to 
hitch his horses, ami they started to 
go away from him. He got them again 
and hitched them, and then reach­ 
ed into his carriage and got ids six- 
shooter and came into the yard, and 
said he wanted to see his wifi?, Mrs. 
V. She was standing on the porch, 
and asked him if he wanted to see her 
why he came armed. He replied that 
he had come to kill some d— son of a 
b—, ami started towards Michael,who 
went into the house. 
Mrs. Spencer, 
whom I have called Mrs. V., asked 
him again what be wanted, and lie 
said “ I want to see you.” Site said he 
could see her but she didn’t want to 
see him trouble her boy. 
On which 
deceased turned round and began to 
use vile language towards her. Mich­ 
ael came out ot the house, aud de­ 
ceased went after him witn his pistol 
in his hand, presented and pointed 
towards Michael, who had no pistol in 
his hand, but had one on his waist, 
which lie had on before deceased 
came down. 
Deceased, when he pre­ 
sented the pistol at Michael, was 15 or 
20 paces from him, and lie said he was 
a good man and could fight with his 
hands or his pistol. Mrs. Spencer then 
told him she did not want him to come 
there troubling her boy. Deceased then 
tried to go into the house, aud Mi­ 
chael told him to come iu there, but 
he persisted and Michael again warn­ 
ed him to stay away; he then put his 
foot on the threshold; Michael was 
inside;deceased still had his pistol 
presented in frontof Michael; I turn­ 
ed my head and the firing commenced 
did not see the first fire. 
As I turned 
my head deceased was standing with 
his right side toward Michael—who 
was inside the door. Two other shots 
were fired and Vandervinter expired 
immediately. The Coroner’s jury re­ 
turned a verdict that the 
deceased 
came to his death by shots from a pis­ 
tol in the hands of Michael Vander­ 
vinter, and the latter was taken before 
Justice Sparks, and bound over in $1­ 
000 to appear before him for examiua- 
iou Friday next At teo o'clock.
